 From 1997 to 2009, there was a substantial increase in the share of stays with a secondary diagnosis of 
hypertension (from 20 to 31 percent).  

 Stays with a secondary diagnosis of hyperlipidemia increased from 5 percent in 1997 to 20 percent in 
2009.  

 The percent of stays with a secondary diagnosis of mood disorders more than tripled from 3 percent in 
1997 to 10 percent in 2009.  

 Stays with esophageal disorders have more than quadrupled since 1997, accounting for 3 percent of stays 
with a secondary diagnosis in 1997 and 12 percent of stays with a secondary diagnosis in 2009.
